Loughridge Asks 
Recount In Suit 
Filed in Court

A recount of the votes cast 
for himself and City Clerk 
A. H. Bartlett was asked by 
James W. Loughridge of Wal- 
teria yesterday. Loughridge, 
who lost to City Clerk A. H. 
Bartlett by only 18 votes in 
the April 14 municipal elec­ 
tion, signed the complaint ask­ 
ing the Superior court for a 
judicial recount. 

He said he had been urged 
by a number of his friends 
to take, this step. 

Loughridge demanded, In a 
rait filed by Attorney Albert 
Isen yesterday, a court order 
to open the ballot boxes and 
a recount of the votes. He 
alleged for Loughridge that 
his client lost the recent race 
only because errors were made 
by the election boards in 
counting ballots, claiming that 
certain legal ballots cost for 
Loughridge were not counted
and certain Illegal ballots cast 
for his opponent (Bartlett) 
were counted. 

Loughridge polled an official 
total of 919 votes to Bart- 
lett's 937, according to a can­ 
vass of the ballots and a 
count of the absentee ballots 
made by Hie city council 
April 21. 

When asked for » comment 
on the move taken by Lough- 
ridge to contest his sixth re-
election, City Clerk Bartlett 
merely said: "I welcome it."

If you haven't yet applied for
your War Ration Book No. 1  
Its stamps now entitle you to 
purchase nigar  you'd better 
run   don't walk   to your near­ 
est elementary school and sign 
up. Those in line tonight (Thurs­ 
day) at 8 o'clock when the reg­ 
istration period that began Mon­ 
day comes to on end will be 
accommodated. 

All local elementary schools 
have been receiving applications 
and Issuing ration books In a 
steady stream since 8 o'clock 
last Monday mqrnlng. It be­ 
hooves those who have waited 
until this last day to go at 
once to their nearest school in­ 
stead of waiting until this eve­ 
ning. 

School teachers and P.T.A.
workers joined the OPA today 
In urging every last-day applK 
cant to come prepared with ac­ 
curate information to all the 
questions which the registrars 
ask them when filling out the 
application form. This is the 
data which must be ready: 

Know Tour Family 
1. Applicants should come 

prepared with a list of the 
members of their families, 
giving the exact name of each.

2. An exact description of 
each member of, the family 
unit, giving the height, weight, 
color of eyes, color of hob-, 
age and sex of each one. 

3. The person who registers 
for the family unit must state 
his or her exact relationship 
to each member of It 

4. It Is necessary to know 
to the pound just how much 
sugar is hi possession of the 
household. The aipoant of 
sugar -will be divided by the

Uy units and stamps will be 
toin out by the registrar for 
aUNnigar hi excess of two 
pounds per person. If more 
than four stamps have to be 
removed, Issuance of the book 
will be withheld until later. 

Family Unit Defined 
One   and only one   member 

of each family unit is to go to 
ihe elementary school nearest 
jo the person's residence to reg- 
ster and to apply for ration 
nooks for the whole family, OPA 
emphasizes. Single people not 
members of a family unit, even 
if they board with a family, 
must apply for themselves. 

A family unit has been de­ 
fined by the Office of Price Ad­ 
ministration as "a group of two 
or more individuals consisting 
of all persons who are living 
;ogcther In the same household 
who are related by blood or 
marriage." 

Latest Instructions 
Now that sugar Is being sold 

at local stores upon presentation 
of War Ration Books, shoppers 
should remember that each 
stamp is good for one pound 
or a two weeks' supply of su­ 
gar. If the consumer does not 
ise stamp No. 1 during either 
he first or second week of the 

rationing program, this stamp 
Will automatically become can­ 
celled. .Do not tear out stamps 
>ecause grocers are not permit- 
ed to accept detached stamps. 
If your ration book Is lost, 

stolen or destroyed, report this 
act at once to your Ration 
loard (for Torrance and Lomita 
his board has headquarters in 
he Torrance city hall), not to 
'our store manager or clerks. 
Dacrr ration stamp is good for 

buying a definite amount of 
sugar. Each stamp has a def   
nitc time limit. A stamp Is 

good only during the period for 
which It was Issued. It can­ 
not be used in advance of that 
icrlod or following It. 

Be sure not to buy more than 
yoti need   don't waste. If you 
lave any complaints to make, 
ee your local Ration Board.
